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Every  thing  that  exists  on  this  earth  is  engaged  in  a  constant 
struggle  with  its  environment.   To  this  rule  Man  is  no  exception. 

Probably  it  was  this  effort  to  survive  that  called  into  being 
his  principal  bodily  and  mental  powers  as  they  are  to-day. 

He  learned  through  misery  and  death  that  his  only  weapon 
against  the  plagues  that  infest  this  life  is  a  developed  and 
sharpened  mind.    This  is  one  of  the  lessons  of  History. 

But  what  of  character  and  high  spiritual  quality?  Certainly, 
human  society  cannot  develop  fully  without  them ;  but  will 
these  things  alone  master  cancer  of  the  body  or  cancer  of 
society? 

It  appears  that  the  Creator  has  put  a  high  premium  on  the 
development  of  intelligence.  The  rule  for  the  individual  and 
for  society  seems  to  be  —  understand  or  die. 
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Mr.  ROBBINS  and  Mr.  HICKMAN 

We  were  happy  this  year  to  welcome  two  newcomers  to  the  College 
Staff,  Mr.  Harry  Hickman,  Assistant  Professor  of  French,  and  Mr.  William 
Robbins,  Assistant  Professor  of  English.  Mr.  Hickman  has  recently 
returned  from  a  visit  to  France,  and  he  has  had  many  interesting  things  to 
tell  of  both  the  serious  and  the  lighter  sides  of  French  life.  Previously  he 
was  an  instructor  at  Victoria  High  School.  This  year  Mr.  Hickman  held 
a  weekly  musical  appreciation  hour  of  gramophone  recordings,  which, 
always  well  attended,  has  been  a  valuable  contribution  to  College  activities. 
He  conducted  some  research  into  the  "musical  I.  Q."  of  the  students  during 
these  hours  by  occasionally  presenting  the  audience  with  a  quiz  on  the 
music  played.  For  French  enthusiasts,  he  has  also  held  conversation 
groups,  which  were  of  help  to  those  who  wished  to  improve  their  pronun- 
ciation and  diction.  Refreshments,  which  were  provided,  formed  an  added 
attraction  at  these  gatherings.  Mr.  Robbins  is  a  graduate  of  U.  B.  C,  and 
after  teaching  at  Winnipeg,  has  recently  been  studying  at  Toronto.  He  has 
proved  a  worthy  successor  to  Miss  Cann,  capably  initiating  his  students 
into  the  mysteries  of  Euripedes  and  Shaw.  Mr.  Robbins  was  Staff  Super- 
visor of  the  Players'  Club  this  year,  and  under  his  supervision  the  Club 
produced  three  very  successful  plays  in  January.  We  hope  that  Mr.  Robbins 
and  Mr.  Hickman  will  find  their  stay  at  the  College  a  satisfactory  and 
pleasant  one. 

Mr.  NAPIER  DENISON 

Mr.  Napier  Denison  was  for  many  years  director  of  the  Meteorological 
Station  at  Gonzales.  He  is  now  retired  and  engaged  in  research  work  here 
at  the  College.  He  is  a  well  known  authority  on  seismology  (study  of  earth 
tremors,  etc.).  Mr.  Denison  has  been  ill  for  some  weeks,  and  it  is  the  hope 
of  all  that  he  will  soon  recover. 
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It  is  customary  to  attempt  to  fill  a  page  or  a  portion  thereof  with  an 
Editorial  in  which  the  Annual  staff  protests  its  dislike  for  Editorials,  states 
its  belief  that  such  matter  is  not  read,  and  on  occasion,  gives  a  statement 
of  policy. 

Realizing  there  is  little  to  be  said  that  has  not  been  said  before,  and  in 
all  likelihood  more  effectively,  we  shall  not  attempt  to  be  brilliant  or 
original. 

The  production  of  an  Annual  calls  for  much  work  on  the  part  of  those 
actively  engaged  in  its  compiling.  It  is  at  times  discouraging,  but  above 
all  it  is  an  experience,  from  which  those  who  participate  may  gain  much. 

This  particular  production  is  somewhat  of  a  departure  from  those  of 
recent  years  in  its  technical  details.  We  hope  that  it  will  be  considered 
equal  to,  if  not  better,  than  those  of  former  years. 

The  Editorial  staff  take  this  as  a  place  fitting  for  the  acknowledgment 
of  work  and  encouragement  so  freely  given  by  certain  people  who  do  not 
receive  recognition  as  members  of  the  Annual  Board.  We  may  say  that 
without  these  contributions  doubtless  one  of  the  discouragements  mentioned 
before  would  have  proven  too  great  to  overcome.

I.  R.  C.  CONFERENCE 

This  year  the  College  International  Relations  Club  sent  seven  delegates 
to  the  Annual  Northwest  Regional  Conference  of  Student  International 
Relations  Clubs,  which  met  at  Eugene  on  the  University  of  Oregon  campus 
in  February.  The  delegates  were:  Hazel  Hutchinson,  Helen  Manning, 
Gerry  Cross,  Don  Fields,  Larry  Prowd,  John  Swainson  and  Larry  Wyatt. 
Miss  Dorothy  Cruickshank  was  in  charge  of  the  expedition,  which  travelled 
to  Eugene  by  bus.  The  Conference  was  an  interesting  experience  for  the 
delegates,  who  more  than  held  their  own  in  the  round-table  discussions. 
These  discussions  centred  around  the  issues  of  Democracy,  The  Far  East, 
Future  World  Peace,  and  American  Foreign  Policy.  The  Canadian  dele- 
gates actively  attacked  American  isolationism,  and  convinced  an  important 
minority  of  the  necessity  of  American  participation  in  the  peace  settlement. 
An  outstanding  figure  at  the  Conference  was  Dr.  Andre  Philip,  professor  of 
economics  at  the  University  of  Lyons,  France,  who  presented  the  French 
attitude  towards  the  War.  Dr.  Philip  was  optimistic  concerning  the  forma- 
tion of  a  federated  Europe  after  the  War,  and  foresaw  the  possibility  of  the 
adoption  of  a  modified  socialist  economy  by  such  a  federation. 

It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  delegates  enjoyed  the  trip  almost  as 
much  as  the  Conference  itself  (or  perhaps  even  more).  Some  time  was 
profitably  spent  in  both  Seattle  and  Portland.  Upon  arrival  in  Eugene,  the 
female  delegates  became  the  guests  of  a  sorority  house,  and  the  male  dele- 
gates the  guests  of  a  fraternity  house,  which  they  greatly  admired.  Some 
of  the  delegates  worked  so  hard  preparing  for  the  Conference  that  one 
night  they  did  not  turn  in  until  3.30  a.m.  Entertainment  was  well  arranged, 
and  one  night  four  dances  were  in  progress.  Eugene  itself  is  an  attractive 
university  city,  and  several  delegates  were  fortunate  enough  to  be  driven 
around  it.  Most  delegates  conscientiously  took  an  "Electra"  or  a  "Hamlet" 
with  them,  and  on  the  journey  they  must  have  got  in  at  least  thirty  minutes 
of  studying.  Laurence  Wyatt  was  elected  vice-president  of  the  Conference 
which  will  meet  next  year  at  the  University  of  Idaho.  All  the  delegates 
were  grateful  to  the  College  and  to  the  Council  for  their  generous  grants 
which  partially  financed  the  expedition,  and  which  made  it  possible.

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S.  C.  M.  CONFERENCE 

A  mark  of  the  World  Student  Christian  Federation's  activities  in  North 
America  was  the  conference  held  on  the  University  of  Toronto  campus  from 
December  27,  1939,  to  January  1,  1940.  It  was  attended  by  500  student  dele- 
gates, representing  American  and  Canadian  universities. 

These  North  American  delegates  were  directed  in  their  discussion  on 
"The  World  Mission  of  Christianity1'  by  internationally  known  speakers. 
They  included  Dr.  T.  Z.  Koo  of  China,  Dr.  D.  F.  Niles  of  Ceylon,  Secretary 
of  the  World's  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Dr.  H.  P.  Van  Dusen,  Dean  of  Students  in  Union 
Seminary,  New  York;  Prof.  H.  L.  Hromadka,  formerly  of  Czechoslovakia, 
now  lecturing  at  Princeton;  and  Miss  Gertrude  Rutherford,  Toronto. 

The  delegates  were  convinced  that  the  principles  of  Christianity  carried 
out  in  social,  economic  and  international  spheres  constitute  the  only  solu- 
tion for  a  world  obviously  in  need  of  reorganization.  The  combination  of 
careful  organization  and  the  opportunities  for  fellowship  given  the  delegates 
made  it  a  very  valuable  and  successful  conference. 


CANADIAN  STUDENTS'  ASSEMBLY 

The  third  National  Conference  of  Canadian  University  Students  was 
held  at  Ste.  Anne  de  Believe  from  December  27  to  31,  1939,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Canadian  Student  Assembly.  Delegates  were  present  from 
21  universities  representing  every  section  of  the  country.  The  topics  of 
discussion  were  almost  as  varied  as  the  representatives.  Four  commissions 
dealt  with  the  problems  of  campus  life,  the  need  for  improvement  and 
extension  of  educational  facilities,  the  responsibilities  of  Canada  in  the 
world  of  nations  and  with  domestic  problems  affecting  all  Canadians. 

In  such  difficult  times  as  these  it  is  all  the  more  important  that  students 
from  all  sections  of  the  country  should  come  together  to  discuss  their 
common  problems  with  the  advice  and  help  of  faculty  leaders,  to  assemble 
together  and  investigate  facts,  and  to  formulate  conclusions  and  recommen- 
dations for  appropriate  action.  Only  by  realizing  the  basic  factors  under- 
lying Canadian  problems  is  it  possible  to  make  any  progress  in  finding  a 
common  ground  for  unity  amongst  all  groups  and  sections  of  Canadian  life.
